GOVERNOR’ 8 MESSAGE. 


Senators and Representative Members of the General Assembly 
In the exercise of the power vested iw the Governor by: the’ Constitution, 
. and impelled by what I conceive to be the will of the entire. people of the 
State, I have called you together at, this time for a single.and a.specific 
purpose. E 

An intelligént and free people will always prize most highly: the exercise 
of their political sovereignty at the ballot-box in the. -election-:0f their, rep- 
resentatives. 

- They wall never fail to see that. it is the "— of: their. civil. and 
religious rights. ‘ For this reason it is that our own,.people attach great 
value to it in the choice of those who shall represent them in -the adminis- 
tration of even their ordinary and local concerns. They give to it increasing 
importance as the influence of its exercise extends to the County, State 
and National affairs; and their interest reaches its highest limit, as~they 
exercise their sovereignty in the election of the Chief Executive officer of 
the American people. Hence, once in every four years, we witness the 
active political canvas in which so many of our citizens engage—hence the 
gathering of those vast assemblages for the discussion of the questions 
involved—hence the increasing enthusiasm of the people at those times, 
until the entire population of the country seems swayed with intense 
interest. 

The approaching election, to be held on the 3d of November, will be ‘the 
first occasion on which our people, as citizens of the State of N ebraska, will 
have the opportunity of exercising this high privilege. "They have looked 
forward to that day with patriotic concern. Tney have become animated 
in the discussion of the issues involved, and their interest deepens as the day of 
final decision approaches. No considerations of trivial significance should 
be allowed to jeopardize their right at that time to express their will in the 
appointment of electors for this State. 

It is important, and none know better than American citizens how neces- 
sary to the public welfare it is, that these acts of sovereignty on the part: 
of the people should be exercised in conformity with- law. - When so exer- 
cised, all good citizens, whether found in -the majority or minority, accept 
the decision practically as their own, and abide the result with the .utmost 
‘cheerfulness. But, when exercised in disregard or. defiance of law; dissen- 
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sións and: ánimósities are engendered; which: et, „ever proye: -détrimental’, to^ 
the'peace and. welfare‘of: the State; Hence itis, ‘that: the "necessity of eons-

But, as: no 
Legislative action can be taken at this time upon the subjects noticed, I. shall 
speak in only brief and:general terms; deferring.till the approaching regular 
session in‘ January, the more: full and: detailed account: neçegssry 28-8 basii 
for-definite-and intelligent Legislation. . ` 

I am happy: to announce.to you, and. ee you, to ge? ‘people, + that, in 
the review of out social and financial condition I am. able, with gratitude-to- 
the Great Giver. of All Good; to use. almost. exclusiyely the language of 
felicitation.. The fruitful earth has. again yielded: the. bountiful - harvest- 
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a salubrious climate has been to the people a source of general health—and 
the course of trade has given a reasonable commercial prosperity. The 
blessings of peace and safety, with one or two exceptions on the frontier, 
have been largely enjoyed throughout the State. i 

Of our educational interests I can hardly speak in so flattering terms as 
I could desire. While the government can not, and ought not to interfere 
in the religious affairs of the people further than to secure to every individ- 
ual entire freedom in the formation and exercise of his religious faith, it 
can not regard with indifference the intelligence of the people, upon which 
so much depends the tone of public and private morals, as well as the pub- 
lic safety and the material prosperity of the State. And, notwithstanding 
the many subjects of great moment, with the grave interests involved in ' 
them, that will engage the attention of the next Legislature, the perfecting 
of our system of iustruction in importance surpasses them all. It should 
receive, and I trust will receive from that body the most careful consid- 
eration. , 

Our land interests have received constant attention. I am able to report 
that nearly all the lands donated by the General Government in the “Ena- ` 
bling Act,” have been selected and entered in the name of the State. That 
those entries will be speedily confirmed by the Department, of the Interior 
at Washington, admits of no question. 

The school lands in several of the counties have been brought into mar- 
ket and with gratifying results. From the sales in one county upwards of 
Fifty-eight Thousand Dollars have been already received, and from another 
upwards of Twenty-nine Thousand. From the sale of a single section in 
Lancaster county upwards of Thirty Thousand Dollars were realized. The 
prices generally have been at considerable. advance beyond Seven Dollars 
per acre, the minimum fixed by the Legislature. About Twenty-five 
Thousand Dollars of the proceeds of these sales have been invested by the 
commissioners appointed for that purpose, in what are known as the Military 
Bonds of the State, thus securing the benefit of the heavy interest on those 
bonds, to the children of our own State instead of paying it to capitalists 
abroad. l 

The financial condition of this State is, upon the whole, most satisfactory.. 
While the liabilities have not been materially increased, the taxable prop- 
erty in the State has been largely augmented. The unusual expense arising 
from locating and entering the State lands; the appropriation for the com- 
pletion of the Normal School building at Peru; the almost double outlay in 
the care of the insane, and the cost incurred in the survey and sale of the 
school lands have been added to the ordinary expenses of the State for the 
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last two years and have exhausted*the fund appropriated for general pur- 
poses, causing a few of our warrants to be thrown upon the market, at the 
same time that there are thousands of dollars lying unavailable in the treas- 
ury. Notwithstanding these unusual disbursements from the treasury, the 
close of the fiscal year-will present an exhibit highly satisfactory.’ 

"While most of the States in the Union are heavily incumbéred in conse- 
quence of the recent war, Nebraska is virtually free from debt. Our ) 
material resources are being rapidly developed by the increasing tide of 
immigration. Our facilities for commercial intercourse are unprecedented 
in the settlement of inland States. With the early completion of the pro- 
jected railroads that will stretch through the different portions of the State, 
connected with a system of almost interminable railways in the East, and 
soon to have rapid communication with all the markets of the West, our 
material prospects give brightest promise that-with reasonable economy and 
prudence in the management of affairs—under the blessings. of Him who 
alone rules the destinies of nations, this State will go on in a career of 
unusual prosperity through gtt generations.

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On the 23d of July the Commissioners went. down the valley of? ¿Salt 
Creek examining on the way a very beautiful and level plateau about six :

Another site on the west side of Salt, on an elevated table near Rock Creek, 
was shown us by parties living-in the AOS and who ghided us in 
an examining trip-around its lines. - : 4. 

The 23d was spent in reviewing the townsite ad on the high land 
west of and adjacent to the vilage of Ashland, in the south east corner of 
Saunders county. The surface of this site declined gently to the. north and 
east, sufficiently for thorough drainage, and is of such evenness that but 
little expense will ever be involved for grading. From any partof it «yidaly 
extended panarama is spread, embracing às it rises many qire miles in^ tlie 
valley of the Platte and Salt Creek. Timber is abundant and inexhaustible 
quarries of fine rock outcross along the bluffs near the.mouth of Salt Creek 
and along the Platte wihin one to four and five miles-from the town. Salt 
Creek affords excellent water power for manufacturing purposes in Ashland. 
The distatance of this site is about 35 miles from Plattsmouth near the 
eflux of Salt Creek to the Platte. 

On the 25th we went northwesterly along the old California trail through 
Saunders county, crossing the, Wahoo near its head, and arriving, at night 
fall at the residence of J. D. Brown, in. Butler county Upon. this route 
we observed no situation of commanding advantages. .

We respectfully ask the Legislature 
to confirm our action in respect to all of ‘the reservations. 

The surveying of the town was done in the most careful manner and with 
the utmost patience, and we believe that the lines are so well established , that 
future litigation about “lopping” of lots will be practically impossible. To 
every third street running north and south and every fourth or ‘fifth street ` 
running east and west, there was set, at the center of intersection with 
every other street, a stone monument, eyen with the surface, in the top . of 
which a mark was fixed at the exact point of crossing of the lines. "The 
work occupied Messrs. Harvey and Smith and a double party of assistants, 
constantly, until the 10th day of September, when having staked off every 
lot in the town, except in a few blocks in the N. W. part of tae N. W. i upon 
the “Saline land," the work was completed. 

In anticipation of the completion of the survey, and to ensure. partiea 
purchasing lots in time to build upon them before winter, and an early pro- 
vision of the means for commencing work upon the State House, the Com- 
missioners, upon the 17th day of August, issued their advertisement for the 
first sale of lots, to be held on the 17th day of September. 

This advertisement was authorized to be printed in such newspaper as 
could give it the widest circulation. Upon the day of sale, the weather, 
which had been excessively disagreeable for nearly a week, culminated in a 
cold, drizzly rain, in consequence of which not more than one hundred persons 
were present, and but few of those, the bidders we had. expected. The ` 
whole aspect of affairs was disheartening. Persons who had loudly boasted of 
“their great expectations” in buying lots and building houses; others who 
had been. lavish in prophecies of' the unparralled success of the enterprise ; 
others who had been free with advice to us in regard to appraisements ¿and 
sales; these and still others, who were certainly expected to. be op the 
sound and foremost i in purchasing, had given us the cold, ;&houlder, and 
were not present or within hearing. “Indeed, your Commissioners 'almost 
felt that failure was after all to be the result, 

l However, the first lot was put up, and after some delay i in geiting.. a bid- 
der, it was sold to J. G. Miller, Esq., for an advance of 25 cents on the 
appraisement of $40. —

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when the evening closed, the sales footing up only to about one-tenth of our 
expectations, our spirits or hopes were in no wise improved. 

The second and third days gave a better result, and on. the fourth and. 
fifth, sunshine having come again, bringing more persons to the sales and 
getting every one to feeling well, the bidding became encouraging, and the 
summing up of the five days offering was nearly if not quite satisfactory. 

The sales here at this time amounted to about $34,000. 

The offering of lots was continued at Nebraska City from the 23d to the 
27th of September inclusive, and in Omaha on 1 the 30th of September to 
the 4th of October. 

The sales at Nebraska City and Omaha amounted to about Nineteen 
Thousand Dollars, and aggregated with the amount at Lincoln about 
$53,000, a sum sufficiently large to dispel all despondency and warrant 
renewed exertions. ` 

We again met an cbstacle which for : a little while promised a good deal 
of trouble. 

Under the “Capitol Bill" your Cemmissioners were- required -to pay over 
the amount received from the sales of lots to the State Treasurer and pay ` 
all expended by warrants upon the State Treasurer Building Fund held by 
that officer. We have, in this regard, to plead-guilty to a technical violation 
of law. Except the sum of. $148, none of the money received by us haye - 
ever been paid over. 

As soon as the town was surveyed there began rumors that the enemies 
of the enterprise were determined to defeat it if possible, and that nothing. 
which could accomplish that end would be left’ undone. 

We were assured in the most reliable quarters that one of these defeating 
means would be the enjoining of the Treasurer against the payment of 
money upon warrants upon the building fund, an effort, which, even if the 
injunction had not in the end been sustained, in the ordinary course of the 
courts, would have prevented active operations until it should be too late to 
secure the erection of the State House. 

In consequence of this rumor, well founded as it seemed to be, hundreds 
of persons who would otherwise have invested largely in Lincoln lots, 
declined so doing ; others who had purchased or bid off lots, hesitated about 
paying the money and taking their certificates, while others became so fear- 
ful of a bad result, that they even applied to the Commissioners for a 
restoration of the amounts paid and a cancellation of their certficates. 

At this juncture, some friends of the enterprise who were sureties upon 
our official bond, called upon the others, and prepared and furnished us 
with the following protest;

Under the circumstances which surrounded us, and being unwilling to 
jeopardize the money held by us as representatives of the State, in trust for 
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the persons who had advanced it upon the risk of the success of the towa 
of Lincoln, we felt that we could not do otherwise than accede to the demand 
and protest of our sureties, and having made satisfactory arrangements for 
the deposit and withdrawal.of the funds with private bankers, we did so, 
and have assumed all the es of the financial affairs of the enter- 
prise. 

On June 17th, 1868, we held a sale of lots at Lincoln and realized about 


$9,000.00 ~ 
On the 17th of September we again sold at Lincoln and received about 


$13,580. 

At the sale in September, 1867, and June, 1868, we bad offered lots only 
in the alternate or even numbered blocks, with those in four odd numbered 
blocks to make up for half of the reserved blocks, all of which, except the 
Court House square, fell upon odd numbers, At the last sale in September . 
1868, we offered the lots in the odd numbered blocks, on the old townsite 
of Lancaster. The presumption of the authority to make this sale was 
upon the consideration of our occupancy of the ground. We had accepted 
it from the proprietors as so much over the town of Lincoln proper, and 
excess beyond the section and a quarter which we had located as the Capitol 
or an addition to the town for the purpose of having no rival in the business 
.of selling town lots upon ground adjacent to the Capitol, and where having 
a villas: already established, the proprietors could easily have derived large 

"profits, which otherwise would have been invested with the State. Besides 
the building of the town had so far been accomplished in the direction of 
and upon that quarter that the appreciated value of propérty in second 
hands made it so probable that we could realize more money from a few lots 
there than from many upon the south side of the townsite proper, and 
standing in need of much more money than we had reason to believe these 
last named lots would bring, we deemed. it advisable to offer all that were

On the 10th of September the Commissioners issued their notice to 
architects, inviting for a period of thirty days, plans and specifications for 
a State House. S 

In response, Messrs. Taggart € W. R. Craig, of Nebraska City, and John 
Morris, of Chicago, submitted the drawings and specifications of designs. 

Upon the 10th of October, after a careful consideration of their merits 
severally, we decided to accept that presented by Mr. Morris, as being best 
adapted to the circumstances of construction and the wants of the State. 

On the-same day, Mr. Morris having been appointed Superintendent of 
Construction, issued a notice to Builders, inviting proposals, for a term of 
three months, for the erection of the work. 

At the same time, Mr. Morris was directed to commence such preliminary | 
work, as excavation’ for foundations, delivery of material for foundation 
walls, and other arrangements as would facilitate the progress of the work, 
after the contract was let. 

On the 10th of November, the Superintendent caused the ground to be 
broken, in the presence of a number of the citizens of Lancaster. 

The removal of the first earth was awarded, in the absence of any State 
officer, to Master Frele Morton Donovan, the first child born in, and the 
youngest child of the oldest settler of Lancaster county. 

On the 11th of January, the bid of Mr. Joseph Ward, proposing to 
furnish the material and labor and erect the building, for the sum of $49,000, 
was accepted, and from that time forward the work steadily progressed, with 
a few uncontrollable delays, to the completion of the work contemplated in 
the contract. i 

For a report of the difficulties attending the work and an estimate of 
allowances proper to be made to the Contrctor for changes in material, 
increased amount of work, additional accommodation, and fittings. by Mr. 
Morris, the architect, is appended hereto, marked “ C." 

The entire expenditures by the Commissioners have been made,|as in the 
following “classification for a detailed statement of which, see appendix “D.”

On the 3d day of December, 1868, the State House having. been so far 
completed as to be ready for occupancy by the State Officers, the Governor 
issued his proclamation announcing the removal of the Seat of Government 
from Omaha to Lincoln, and ordering the transportation of the archives of 
the State to the new Capital. 

We beg leave to call especial attention to the report of Mr. Morris "upon 
the contractors’ bill of extras. Mr. Ward labored faithfully in the face or 

. many discouragements and actual losses, occasioned by refractory workmen 
and other unforseen circumstances to give the State a good building. -He ` 
kept a watchful eye on every, part of the work, and neither, in material of 
labor, ever allowed a deficiency of good: workmanship to be made, to cover 
up probable losses or make good a profit. We. do.not therefore hesitate to 
commend him and his work. to the. favorable consideration of the Legisla. 
ture. 

John Morris, Esq., the architect and superintendent gave his personal 
attention to the work during its entire progress, and by his advice rendered 
valuable services in surmounting .many difficulties ‘which surrounded the 
Commissioners and .contractor, and. in -ensuring final success. - 

In conclusion your Commiasioners. respectfully ask the Legislature : 

1st, The confirmation of their acts in the. location of. Lincoln as the Seat- 
of Government of the State. 

2d, The confirmation of their expenditures. 

3d, The confirmation of their reservations for: State, -county and town 
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purposes, for the churches, schools and public societies, and the general 
design of the town plat. 

4th, The confirmation of the allowances made to the contractor and the 
appropriation of $5,000 to be paid from the proceeds of the sale of lots to 
Joseph Ward, contractor, as reinbursement for his losses sustained and for 
a compensation for his time employed in carrying on the work. 

5th, The confirmation of all the acts of the Commissioners in other 
respects as indicated in their report. 

6th, We also respectfully ask that an appropriation of $2,112.16, from the 
next sale of lots, be made to pay the deficit of that.amount in our general 
expense account. 

We also call your attention to the fact that one hundred and sixty acres 
of the townsite, being the north west 4 of section 26, town 10, range 6, 
already surveyed, and the south west i of section 23, town 10, range 6, 
proposed to be taken into the townsite are what are known as Salina Taide, 
and that some especial action of the Legislature is necessary in the premises 
before the lots thereon can be properly conveyed to purchasers.

Gentlemen: In pursuance of your ied dod appointing me the 
examiner of the titles and conveyancer of the lands selected by your Com- 
mission as the Capital and seat of Government of the State of Nebraska, I 
have the honor to submit the following report of my operations in the capa- 
city of conveyancer on behalf of the State, as defined by your appointment. 

That on the 30th day of July, 1867, I commenced the investigation of 
the titles to all those certain tracts of land situated in the county of Lan. 
canster, and State of Nebraska, known and described as the west half of 
the north west, and the west half of the south west, quarters of section No. 
twenty-five (25), the east half and south west quarter of section No. twenty- 
six (26) in township No. ten (10) north of range No. six (6) east of the 
sixth principal meridian, according to the Government survey of said State, 
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containing six hundred and forty acres, and proposed to be conveyed by the 
respective owners to the State in fee simple, as a gratuity, in consideration 
that such lands should be selected as the townsite of * Lincoln,” the “ Seat 
of Government of the State of Nebraska,” and found that the several owners 
could make a perfect title in fee simple to the State, in the lands above 
described, whereupon, on the 2d.day of August, 1867, Jacob Dawson and 
Editha J., his wife, by deed, containing covenant of warranty, conveyed 
to the State of Nebraska all those certain pieces or parcels of land situated 
in'the county of Lancaster, and State of Nebraska, known and described 
as “ the west half of the south west quarter of section No. twenty-five (25) 
and east half of section No. twenty-six (26), in township No. ten (10) north 
of range No. six (6), east of the 6th principal meridian according to the 


Government survey, containing four hundred acres, which tracts of land. 


now comprise part of the townsite of Lincoln; and which deed was duly 
acknowledged and certified and recorded in the office of the Clerk of the 
county of Lancaster, in book “ A” of deeds at page 121. On the same day 
Luke Lavender and Mary, his wife, executed a deed: with covenant of war- 
ranty, conveying in fee simple, to the State of Nebraska all that certain 
tract of land situated in the: county of Lacaster, and State of Nebraska, 
known and described as the west half of the north west quarter of section 
No. twenty-five (25), in township No. ten (10), north range No. six (6) east 
of the sixth principal meridian, according to the. Government survey 
of said State, containing eighty acres, which tract of land now comprises 
part of the townsite of Lincoln, and which deed was -duly acknowedged 
and certified and recorded in the office of the clerk of Lancaster county, in 


book “ A” of deeds, at page 122; and on the same day Joseph Giles, by ` 


deed, containing covenant of warranty, conveyed to the State of Nebraska 
all that certain tract of land situated in the county of Lancaster and State 
Nebraska, known’ and described as the south west quarter of section No. 
twenty-six (26), in township No. ten (10), north of range No. six (6), east of 
the sixth principal meridian according to the Governmentsurvey of said State, 
containing one hundred and sixty acres, which deed was duly acknowledged 
and certified and recorded in the office of the Clerk of Lancaster county in 
book “ A ” of deeds, at page 119, and which tract of land is now comprised 
in the said townsite of Lincoln. 

In compliance with your instructions; on the 7th day of num 1867, I 
proceed to the investigation of the title to that-certain tract of land situated 
in the county of Lancaster and State of Nebraska, known as the south east 
quarter of section No. twenty-three.(23), in township No. ten (10), north 
of range No. six (6), east of the sixth principal meridian, according to the 


ag 
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Government survey of said State, containing one hundred: and sixty acres; 
and more particularly known as the “ old townsite of Lancaster,” having in 
contemplation, in such investigation, as you suggested to me, the acceptance - 
thereof às part of the townsite of Lincoln, the Seat of Government of the 
State of Nebraska, should my researches into the title prove satisfactory to 
the State in regard to the result of such investigation, I beg leave to refer 
you to my communication addressed you on the subject, which was as fol- 


lows: 
LANCASTER, August 10, 1867. 


Messsrs. Commissioners of location of the Seat of Government of the State ` 
of Nebraska, l 
Gentlemen :—Having examined into the titles covering the town site of 

“Lancaster,” I find that the land was entered at the United States Land 

office, by Julian Metcalf, Esq., of Nebraska City, to whom it has been 

patented by the General Government. Mr. Metcalf afterwards conveyed 
to Rev. John M. Young, of this place, by whom the town site of Lancaster 
was surveyed and’ platted as a town site. A portion of the lots in the 
town site haye been conveyed, by Mr. Young, to the county of Lancaster, 

a portion to the Lancaster Seminary Association, and other portions to Pro- 

fessor Jason G. Miller, and other individuals, while these grantees of the 

original town site proprietor have parceled out the lots to various parties, 
by conveyances that are more or less defective, and in some instances so 
informal and defective, as to be absolutely inoperative as conveyances of real 
property. The owners are so scattered throughout many States, and their 
places of residence unknown to residents here, it will be very difficult, if 
not impossible, in the short period to intervene before the location must be 
selected, as directed by the statute, to secure such title to the land ‘as the 
act contemplates, shall be vested in the State. 

I would therefore respectfully recommend that, in as much, as the State 
now holds title to “not less than six hundred and forty acres, » the amount 

‘of land required by the act, that Lancaster be accepted only as an addition, as 

it were, to the town site of Lincoln, under an arrangement to be made with 

the several owners thereof, that at least seven-eighths of the -whole town 
site should be released by them to the State, and that it shall be resurveyed 
to conform with the survey to be made of “Lineoln,” this, with the town 
site proper of Lincoln to be platted as “Lincoln,” and the legal and equita- 
ble owners of lots in Lancaster, who cannot afford to, or will not release to 
the State, to be assigned lots, in the new survey of old Lancaster, as such 
part of Lincoln, as near as possible the original lots they respectively owned 
in Lancaster, and of the same specified area, upon their signing an agree- 
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ment to submit to a resurvey and releasing their interest in Lancaster 
- town site on receiving a deed from the State for the lots so assigned 
to thém. 

In view of the distrust felt among the people, as to 'the success of this 
“¿Capitol move,” I believe this would enable the commissioners to realize»a 
much larger sum on the sale of. lots, às the whole number of lots on old 
Lancaster belonging to the State could be sold, without violating in letter 
or spirit, the law under which you are acting; and is necessery in order to 
realize the requisite funds to to successfully carry forward the object of your 
commission. 

As to making the north-west quarter of section twenty-six, (26) township 
ten, (10) north of -No. six, east of the sixth principal meridian, known as 
part of the Saline lands of Nebraska, a part of Lincoln. I would respect- 
fully recommend that it be surveyed and platted as part of the town site, 
but, it would not be advisable to offer any of the lots at the sale, unless at 
the time of the sale the title shall have been confirmed by the General 
Government to the State, for until that shall be done, these lands cannot be 
regarded under the law, as “the property of the State,” and_until such * con- 
firmation, the State cannot convey title to the purchaser. 

I find that Mr. Giles, Mr. Dawson, and Mr. Lavender’s titles to the-840 
acres, proposed to be conveyed to the State by them, for the Capital is per- 
‘fect, and have therefore taken the necessary deeds to: the State and had 
them. recorded. 

If you should conclude to adopt n my suggestions in » regard to “old Lancas- 
ter” town site, I will proceed to gather in the conveyances and title thereto, 
to the State. -

That upon receiving a reply to such communication, requesting that the 
titles to “old Lancaster” should be investigated And secured to the State, as 
far as poesible, I proceeded with the search and found on record, title deeds 
to E. H. Hardenbergh, Charles Crawford, Jacob R. Hardenbergh, Martin 
Pflug, Willian T. Donovan, Minnie E. Jennings, Geo. B. Hardenbergh, S. 
B. Galey, Laneaster County, Lancaster Seminary Association, M. A. Bridges, 
Jascn G. Miller, Jas. Sweet, George H. Hilton, Charles, Bloyd, G. W. 
Merrill, and Naney MeKesson, under which deeds of conveyances, the whole 
of the lands, covered by the town site of Lancaster, were held, and. also, 
there were several outstanding certificates of purchase for lots in the town 
site, executed by various parties,. grantees in the deeds above referred: to, 

whose names will fully appear in the schedule hereto annexed; marked “G,” 
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to whom it was agreed lots in the new survey of Lancaster as part of Lin- 
coln, should be conveyed as equivalent for their respective interest in 
Lancaster town site. 

I immediately entered, on behalf of the Commissioners, -into, an agree- 
ment with a majority of the owners, legal and equitable, of the lots in 
Lancaster town site, to submit to a resurvey of that town site as a part, or 
addition to the town of “Lincoln,” and upon conveying to the State their 
respective interests in Lancaster, to receive deeds from the State, to them 
respectively, for lots in that part of the town of Lincoln covering the town 
site of Lancaster, at, or as near as practicable, the site of their original lots, 
which agreement is hereto annexed, marked schedule “F,” to which I beg 
respectfully to refer you for more particular information. l 

I then entered upon the duty of obtaining title deeds from the respective 
owners of the lots in Lancaster, for the lots by them owned, to the State, 
and under such arrangement, the following named persons executed deeds 
to the State : 

Jason G. Miller and Mary P., his wife; Lancaster County; Lancaster 
Seminary; John M. Young and Alice, his wife; William A: Bridges and 
Mary A., his wife; Nancy A. McKesson and John M., her husband ; Milton 
: Langdon and Ann M., his wife; James Sweet and Clementine E., his wife ; 
, Charles Crawford ; and William W. Dunham and Mary E., his wife; which 
deeds cover the whole title to said-town site of Lancaster,-except to lots 3, 
4, 5, and 6, in block No. 36, and lots No. 1 and 2, in block 48, owned by 
G. W. Merrill, whose place of residence I have not been able to ascertain, 
and for whom I hold a deed, executed by the State, to said Merrill for lots 
Nos. 1 and 2, in block No. 15, and lots No. 9, 10, 11, and 12, in block No. 
27, in the town site of Lincoln, to deliver to him as an equivalent for his 
interest in said lots in Lancaster; and except to lots No. 3 and 4, in block 
No. 8, in the town site of Lancaster, owned by Charles Bloyd, from. whom 
I have not been able to obtain a deed to the State, but am informed he is 
ready to"execute such deed, whenever I shall be able to meet him, for whose 
interest in such lots I hold a deed, executed by the State, to said Bloyd, for 
lots No. 11, 12, 13, and 14, in block No. 45, in the town site of Lincoln, as 
an equivalent for his interest, as aforesaid, in old Lancaster; and except to 
lots No. 1 and 2, in block No. 23, in said Lancaster, to which lots the legal 
title rests in Mrs. Minnie E. Jennings, of Lincoln, subject to the lien of a 
mortgage in process of foreclosure, held and owned by William A. Brown, 
of Nebraska City, and on account of the conflicting title to and lien on such 
lots, I- have not been able to secure the execution of a deed from all the 
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parties interested therein to the State; therefore, I have procured a deed 
to be executed by the State, to Mrs. Minnie E. Jennings, to lots No. 1 and 
2, in block No. 33, in Lincoln, as an equivalent for said lots, 1 and 2, in 
block 23, in Lancaster, to be delivered whenever she shall convey or cause 
to be conveyed to the State, a good title to the lots last above described. 

-In my examination into the title to Lancaster town site, I discovered that 
Mrs. Julian Metcalf, as the wife of Julian Metcalf, possessed an inchoate 

right of dower in all the lands comprising the said town site of Lancaster, 
and therefore procured to be executed and delivered to the State of Nebrska, 
by Julian Metcalf and Julia B., his wife, a release of all their right, title 
and interest in and to the lands, covered by such town site, which deed of 
release was duly acknowledged, certified and is on record i in the office of the 
Clerk of Lancaster county. 

In pursuance of the terms of the agreement hereto annexed, ‘marked ) 
schedule “F,” the lots in the town site of Lincoln, assigned and ‘conveyed, 
under your approval, to the Fespective, legal and equitable owners of inter- 
ests and lots in Lancaster, are : specifically set forth in schedule “B, ” hereto 
annexed, to which you are respectfully referred. 

I have caused all the conveyances so executed to the State, together with 
the patents for the | land, and certificates of entry, 10 be recorded in the 
office of the Clerk of Lancaster county, and have deposited the same. with 
the othér múniments of title, in'the office of the Secretary ` of- State.:

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To his Excellency, the Governor, and the Honorable, the Commmissoners for 
locating the Capitol and' building the new State House— 

GENTLEMEN: The plan submitted by me in competition for the new 
State House having received the favor of your approval and adoption, and 
having also received your instructions to make preliminary arrangements 
for an early and energetie progress of the necessary works in the erection 
of the building according to the plan submitted, I immediately put forth 
advertisements for bids for the construction, in accordance with the statute 
wherein it is required that three months should be allowed to contractors for 
making their estimates and submit their offersy; As the time for building 
so as to be ready for the next general assembly would be limited, I, with 
your approval and directions, committed to Mr. Joseph Ward, of Chicago, 
the charge of taking such measures in anticipation of a contract as would 
facilitate the progress of the building, during the three months intervening 
before a contract could legally be entered into, and about the middle of the 
month of November 1867. Excavation for the foundation and the sinking 
for a well was begun and was continued. Some material was delivered 
about the beginning of December, a small quantity of blocks of lime stone 
was delivered which was got from the quarry, donated by Mr. Mills, to the 
use of the State, to supply stone for the State House, and the stone cutters 
brought from Chicago were set at work on the 10th of the month. The exca- 
vations were mostly done, the basement walls were built to the heighth of 
four (4) feet eight (8) inches, and the foundations of a part of the north 
end were done during the month of December. From the 7th of January, 
1868, till the 20th of February, stone cutting and quarrying and delivery of 
rubble stone was all that was in progress. In the meantime the period for 
receiving bids for the execution of the works having expired on the 11th 
of January, I then received an offer from Mr. Ward to do the work accord- . 
ing to the plans and specifications for forty-nine thousand dollars ($49,000) 
and there being no other bid the contract was awarded to him. Very shortly. 
after the contract was made the supply of lime store for cut work began to 
fail, and the quality of the stone to deteriorate to such an extent that the 
expenses upon the cost of the stone for cut work were more than doubled, 
nor could the supply be furnished sufficiently fast to admit of the building

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being. erected within the required time, ` I should -state here that the cause 


of this increase:in dost and delay arose from the fact that two "upper strata 
of stone which: bad been: calculated -on for use, was found to be worthless 


Pi 


for cut. work, and. iyét had to be removed before good stone could be got. 


There. was about ten (10)- feet of earth’ stripping, then two strata of bad 
stone, then fourteen (14) inches of shale, and below that was only one strata 


unfit for use as.cut'stone. Tr had been hoped and. expected that as the quarry 
was more developed, that the stone would ‘improve, and an-underlaying bed 
of greater thickness be got; but this also turned out to be worthless. 
About the end of February about three thousand [3,000] cubic feetrof stone 
for cutting had been quarried, about two thousand [2,000] féet-only being 


- Of good stone about nine-(9) inches thick. "A part of this strata was also - 


fit for-use, and this was used in the building. To get this quantity more ` 


than two. thousand [2,000] cubic yards. -of earth, ‘bed rock and shale had to * 


be removed. I have estimated the loss to the contractor upon this item to 
be at least four thousand dollars - [$4,000], whilst, in order to adapt one 
thickness of nine [9] inches, only tó all purposes: pn. (He ` building* entailed, 
a further loss by additional cutting to the.value'of at least five hundred 
dollars [$500] more. On the-28th of. February I received a letter from the 
contractor of which the following i is a copy.—- - 
LINCOLN, Sara 28th, 1868. 

JouN Morris, ESQ., 

Dear Sir: I have now spent four days i in secking for stone -suitable for 
carrying on our works at the ‘State House, and find none suitable for the 
purpose. Mr. Malcom’ opened the quarry near to Mr. Paley’s lot yesterday. 


The stone is sound, but is so broken up in its bed that large stone cannot be. 


obtained suitable for our purpose. -I received: forty-two feet of stone last 
evening from the old quarry [Mr. Mill's], and this amount has cost me seven 
men’s work of six days each, or at about the rate of dollars per foot: 
It will be totally impossible to procure stone-at Mile. quarry to- build thé 
State House, and any further quantity we get from this source will be ata 
cost much above the price as stated. I think it is absolutely necessary that 
you should see to making such arrangements from some other-source so that 
the work may be carried-on. I expect I will go with you to Beatrice to see 


the lot of stone quaried, and which I am told is for sale, or for- such other " 


stone as you may consider suitable for the purpose. -

` Upon the receipt of this letter, I came to the conclusion, that to continue 
thé use of. ae limestone would only end in ruin to the contractor, and 
19) 1 
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consequently an abandonment of the contraet, and would ultimately entail 
far greater cost in the erection of the building than would arise by any 
additional sum that may have to be allowed for. a change of material, and 
also, render it impossible to complete it in the required time. I therefore, 
immediately, with the contractor, proceeded to Beatriee, to- examine the 
nature and supply of the rock exposures there, of which I had previously 
heard. Upon my inspection of the Beatrice rock, I was exceedingly pleased 
to find an unlimited supply of an excellent material, which was in every: 
way adapted to the nature of the works proposed to be done in ‘the State 
House. 

I did not hesitate to direct'that this material should be used instead of 
the blue limestone, 1 was more readily drawn to adopt this course by my 
knowledge, that stone of this character was far better than the blue lime- 
stone, as being less liable to wear or damage from frost or fire or any other 
action of the elements. ` 

I could not but know my course in this matter would justly cause the 
contractor to make a claim for some compensation beyond his contract- con- 
sideration, but I was then, and am now convinced this course would be 
found to be by far the most economical in the end, and would ensure the 
erection by the time the General Assembly would need the building. In 
my estimate of extras annexed hereunto, I have allowed some six thousand 
dollars ($6,000) for the increased cost by the adoptiow of this excellent 
“building stone, but that amount does not cover the loss already then sus- 
tained by the contractor by using the limestone up to the period.when the 
change was necestary. It is my duty therefore to respectfully submit, for 
your consideration, whether any and what compensation can be allowed to 
the contractor to cover his loss for work done under and included in the 
provisions of the contract. After some trouble in arriving at a just value 
of the extra cost of the haulage of stone from Beatrice, the works pro- 
ceeded, in the Spring, with vigor for a short time; about April, however. 
several of the stone cutters, brought here at considerable expense, left and 
returned to Chicago, and their places could not then he filled by others, and 
from those that then remained a demand for increased wages was made, and 
after some negotiation, was perforce complied with,.or a complete suspension 
of the work would have resulted. The rate of wages demaded was greater 
than any previously paid in Nebraska, so far as I could ascertain, and 
greater than the contractor supposed. he would have to pay when he made 
his estimate and contract. It was also found, that about that time, that it 
would be impossible to procure (sufficiently early) bricks for the internal : 
walls, as contemplated in the design and contract for the building. I was 
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therefore compelled, by the’ circumstances, to use. sandstone and in. some 
parts to increase the thickness of the walls, as a. necessary precaution to 
insure the stability of. the fabric. The increased cost it have allowed in my 
annexed account. As it was not known how the. accommodation provided: 
for the executive officers would be appropriated, no safes were provided and 
located in the original design, two safes and some additional doors with 
-other minor improvements, which, when the several rooms were specifically 
appropriated, suggested themselves during the progress of the erection, . 
have ‘been added, mainly, according to.your directions, and the costs thereat 
set forth in the annexed account, Wd E E D i 
As time was necessarily made an important item -in the contract, it has 
become my duty, also, to take into consideration, that as the new State 
house and Capital was located at a somewhat: remote point from the most 
settled portion of the State! and where the facilities for building on à dud d 
scale were comparatively few, and moreover, the: additional timég 
to execute the added works, before mentioned, required an el 
time for the completion. I am obliged to recognize a princip 
established in equity, in all places in my knowledge) that ot- extending ihe 
time of proportionally for the completion of the contract works, and, I 
therefore recommend the extension till the first. day of January, 1869. I 
believe it proper also to bring to your notice the effect that the weather had 
upon the progress of the. work, for a period of about five weeks in the- 
Spring and six weeks in the Fall; the rain was so excessive as to prevent 
the employees making more time than an average of four and a half days:each 
week. During the great heat of the Summer, also, for a time extending 
over about seven weeks, there was a great deal of ‘sickness among the work- 
men, an average of seven (7) men were absent daily. ,It was impossible in 
this new place to supply labor enough to. compensate for the loss of time 
occasioned thereby, a combined effect of these several causes was to drive 
the'completion of the work into short days and inclement weather, so’ much 
so that for fifty (50) days about thirty (30) men could not work more than 
nine (9) hours each day, and ‘the wages could not be proportionally 
decreased, but in some cases had to be increased. T believe ‘from these ` 
causes the contfactor lost about six hundred (600) dollars, the principal 
causes of loss therefore to the contractor arose, first, from use of limestone 
before the change to Beatrice stone, four thousand -five hundred (4,500) 
dollars, from excessive wages, three thousand three hundred (3,300) dollars, 
and by short days, six hundred (600) dollars. There were some other minor 
causes which it is difficult to estimate, but I cannot base the estimate of the 
amount of losses that could not be foreseen, at less than nine thousand 
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(9,000) dollars. I desire, earhestly, to submit for your ‘consideration, 
whether you can, without damage to the interests of the State, the integrity 
of the contract and the provisions of the Constitution, ameliorate this loss, 
With the exception of the delays noticed, the works were pushed with 
vigor, the utmost progress was made in good weather. by availing every 
hour that could be turned to account, and by employing all the labor that 
could be commanded. By the first of June, 1868, the first story was up, 
and in August following, a portion of the walls was up to the roof, and in 
September a part of the-roof was on and all finishings in an advanced state. 

Jn conclusion, I think it is incumbent on me to remark that on a compar- 
ison of the bulk and stability of the building with several court houses, 
school houses and churches you will have (after all proper allowances and 
reliefs to the contractor are made) the cheapest and most substantial edifice 
west of the Mississippi river, and also, to remark that the contractor by 
identifying himself with the work, by the exercise of great 
by practicing a strictly watchful care over the expenditure, 

à praise, that the works included in his contract were brought 
to completion. ` l ; 

In view of the amount of work done and the time occupied, and under 
such signal disadvantages, I believe there has been reached a financial result 
which is comparatively favorable to the State.

This fund arises from an appropriation made by Congress some two years 
ago, to re-emburse the Territory for expenses incurred in calling out the 
militia to repel Indian aggressions. It is my impression that the sum ap- 
propriated for this purpose amounted to about forty-five thousand dollars, 
but the above is all that has come into my hands. 

The appropriations from this fund were made by the called session of | 
June 1867, to defray the current and contingent expenses of the year 1867, 
and by the special session of last fall, to pay the per-diem and mileage of 
ihe members of that session; the General Fund being inadequate for the 
purposes named.

This fund arises from the operations of an act, approved June 24, 1867, 
entitled * An act to provide for the Registry of school lands, for the con- 
irol and disposition thereof and for the safe keeping of the funds, derived 
from the sale, and lease of said lands." Section 26 requires, that “all 
moneys received as advance or full payments by purchasers of school landa, 
shall be paid to the Treasurer of the State, and be held as the principal of 
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. the general school, or university fund ; and that all such moneys shall be, 
by the Governor, Land Commissioner, and Treasurer, invested in United 
States,or State securities,bearing not less than six per cent. annual interest.” 

. In the exercise of the discretion thus given, the board named decided to 
purchase all the State bonds that could be obtained upon reasonable terms, 
with the funds as they came into the Treasury. - , 

Upon opening correspondence with, the holder of the. major portion of 
them, it was found that they could only be obtained, at a premium of four 
per cent, and aecrued interest. 

It was believed that this was.a better. operation, than E U. S. 
six per cent. bonds, at a premium of ten per cent, and I was therefore di- 
rected, to purchase all of the ten per cent. interest isgue, that could be ud 
tained at the rate of premium mentioned. 

These bonds have thus been obtained, to the extent of twenty-six thou- 
sand dollars, being only ten thousand less than the whole issue; but this 
remainder, we haye nof been able to purchase to the present date,—the 
holders refusing to accept the premium offered. . Balance of this fund, ex- 
cept small amount appearing in statement, was then invested. as follows: 

$15,000 of the U. S. six per cent. currency interest stock, issued to the 

Union Pacific Rail Road, payable Hy years from date, and interest semi- 
annually as stated. 

15,000 U. S. six per cent. gold . interest bonds; issue of 1867, payable 
twenty years after date, and redeemable at the pleasure of the government, 
afterfive years.

This fund arises from the requirements of Section 27 of the School Land 
Act, referred to in review of the School Land Fund. It. provides, that all 
moneys derived from interest upon notes, given in lieu of cash payments 
for school lands, shall be accounted for, as common school fund; to be dis- 
tributed by the Auditor, Governor, and Secretary of State, to the several 
organized counties, according to the number of children between five and 
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twenty-one years of age in each county. This apportionment has been duly 
made, and warrants drawn by the Auditor upon this fund, in favor of the 
counties entitled to the same. Section 34 of Chapter 48 Revised Statutes, 
requires the Treasurer, semi-annually at stated times, to apportion the school 
fund among the different counties, upon the enumeration and returns made 
to him by the Auditor. The sum to'be raised for this fund is stated in 
Section 48 of same Chapter; to be the product of the annual levy and as- 
sessment of two mills upon the dollar valuation, of the taxable property of 
the State, and collected as other State taxes are collected. This is a most 
generous provision for school purposes, and the fund collected under it, 
must already have assumed handsome proportions; but a provision of the 
law, which I have always regarded as a great defect, and so have stated to 
the Legislature in a previous report, prevents any statement on my books 
of the operations of this fund. This provision of the Chapter, (Sec. 34) 
‘authorizes the several county treasurers to retain in their respective treas- 
mies, the moneys collected by this levy, instead of paying them over to the 
‘State Treasurer as other taxes are paid. The excess of fund after appor- 
- tionment, is required to be paid to the Treasurer, and by him distributed 
to the counties showing deficients; but this arrangement is so difficult of 
satisfactory adjustment, that no attempt has ever been made to carry it out, 
and the several counties have been permitted to retain, all the school funds 
collected by each. The apportionment has always been regularly made, 
and the adjustment of the fund, according to the law, can at any time be 
effected ; but I would again recommend, as I have formerly done, that you 
require this fund to be paid into the State Treasury, and apportioned and 
paid semi-annually to the several counties entitled to receive it. I would 
also call your attention to the fact that while ample provision has been made 
for the formation of the principal of the School Fund, by requiring the 
proceeds of lands sold or leased to be held as such, and invested in bonds— 
that no disposition whatever has been made, of the interest arising from 
these investments. Doubtless it was the intention of the legislature, to 
require the funds thus received, paid into the School Fund, and disbursed 
in the manner provided for the distribution of interest money, received on 
motes given by purchasers of school lands in lieu of cash payments. If my 
‘opinion of the intention of the Legislature is correct, then the omission 
should be corrected by you.

In accordance with the provisions of an ree approved Feb. Ist 1867, 
reviving an Act, approved Jan. 11, 1861, I advertised for the surrender of ` 
bonds issued under the last named Act. The bidding, however, was by no 
means spirited’; the holders of the limited amount of those bonds outstand- 
ing, seeming to prefer the holding of their bonds. Only $3,900 were offered 
at less than par, which was a clear gain to the State of $117, as the bid 
would have been accepted, if it had been offered at par. . - 

Under the provisions of Sec. 4 of the same Act, I have since redeemed 
them at par, to the extent of $9,950. This leaves but a trifling amount of 
those bonds outstanding, : and before I close this report, I shall offer you 
aome suggestions’ in regard to the disposition of this fund, um the pay- 
ment of all outstanding indebtedness of the State.

The condition of the General Fund has been a source of constant em- 

barrassment to the Treasurer, the receipts at no time having been sufficient 

for its disbursements. This result has been entirely different from what I 

anticipated and expressed in my last general report. At that time I. esti- 
mated the condition of the fund as follows: Í

The estimate of receipts proved nearly correct, and that of interest en- 
tirely too large; as total interest paid on warrants for two years slightly 
exceeds $7,000. The estimate of expenditures was based on the judgment 
of the Auditor and myself and justified by the experience of the past; 
but the increased expenditure incident upon the change from a Territorial 
to a State condition, was not properly taken into account. This is evident 
from the fact, that the Auditor reports the issue of warrants since his last 
report to amount to $105,018 06; whereas the estimate of expenditures 
for one year was $12,000, or for the same period represented in the issue of 
warrants, the estimate would have been $24,000. 

The very favorable exhibits of affairs made by the Auditor and myself, 
in the reports above alluded to, induced the Legislature to pass an Act, 
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approved Feb. 1st, 1867, requiring the holders of outstanding Treasury 
warrants; to present them for payment, on or before July 1st, 1867; and 
-declaring that interest should cease on all such warrants, from ‘and after 
Jan. 1st, 1868, if not presented for payment by the last named date. The 
warranté thus ordered ‘in, were paid by. me so long as any funds remained 
to the credit of the account; but this was of but: short duration, and I was 
obliged to re-endorse many "warrants thus~presented, as being “ presented 
for payment, and not paid for want of funds.” -As this matter now stands, ` 
the Treasurers proper course in redeeming these. warrants, and paying the 
interest upon them, is involved in considerable: uncertainty. As no funds 
were in the Treasury to pay the warrants, should the interest upon them be 
forfeited after the date named, because they were not presented? and if 
presented, and re-éndorsed as not paid.for want of funds, would this en- 
title them to a" continuation of interest? I would respectfully urge the 
Legislature to take some steps to define and explain -the act referred to, so 
that the Treasurer's course may be divested of all doubt, and the rights of 
State creditors fully protected. I would also urge that you dispose of the 
outstanding Treasury warrants, by appropriating fot- their liquidation, 
moneys from other. funds under | you control. ` N othing é can be 80 damaging 


represented in these B The rate of interest they bear is larger 
than the State should pay, especially when she has a surplus in Treasury— 
yet on account of the very defective arrangement for ‘their redemption, 
they are at times, sold by the holders of them at a heavy discount. 

. This should not be permitted... Every consideration for the good faith,and 
credit of the State, and her strong financial position, alike forbid such a 
condition of things; and I would urgently appeal to you, to adopt immedi- 
ate measures, which will relieve the present pressure, and prevent a recur 
ence of the same in the future. In my opinion the course tor you to pur- 
sue is obvious: =~: 


First. Transfer the hi of Militia Fund, ánd all that rds hereafter 
come in on this account, to the General Fund. 


Second. Invest in United States Bonds from the Sinking Fund, to an ` 
amount sufficient to redeem the ontstanding bonds, not including those held 
in School Fund; and direct that so fast as those bonds are presented, they 
be paid from the General Fund; and if necessary to redeem them at any 
time, that a proportionate’ amount of United States Bonds be sold for the 
purpose, and the proceeds be placed in the General Fund. 

T hard. E the balance of the Sinking Fund to the General Fund,

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and direct that all moneys hereafter coming in ‘upon this account, be car- 
ried into the General Fund; and that all demands properly payable from 
Sinking Fund be disbursed from the General Fund. l 

If it should be your pleasure to concur, in the opinion expressed T 
and adopt my recommendations, it would place the accounts of the State in 
an exceedingly simple and comprehensive form, relieve the present em- 
barrassed condition of the Treasury, and nothing of the kind could occur 
again, except when its demands should exceed its receipts; and this it 
would be in your power to control:

This surplus would be greatly increased from delinquent taxes coming in, 
upon both General and Sinking Fund accounts; and I feel confident there 
would be sufficient cash thus received in the course of a few months to pay 
the expenses of your present session. 

In connection with my recommendations, it would be pertinent to inves- 
tigate the origin of the Sinking Fund, and the purposes for which it was 
created. This information is fully conveyed in the wording of the bonds, 
whose eventual redemption it was intended to effect. The oldest issue of 
bonds—the seven per cent.—read as follows: 

«This Pond is issued in conformity with and pursuant to an act of the 
Legislature of the Territory of Nebraska, entitled * An act to allow the 
funding of the indebtedness of the Territory, approved Jan. 11, 1861, and 
by the said act, a Sinking Fund is established to provide for the punctual 
payment of the interest, and the gradual discharge of the principal thereby 
authorized; and the faith of the Territory is thereby pledged, that the 

same shall not be discontinued, or impaired, until the fall payment of such 
bonds, and interest.” 

The outstanding bonds, issued under this act, now amount to $3, 250. 
The only other issue of bonds—ten per cent.—have exactly the same read- 
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"ing, and were anthorized by an act entitled,: ** An act to provide. for the 
payment of the militia of Nebraska ealled into service to repel hostile In- 
 dians, by poe of ‘the Governor, Aug, 11, 1864, naal Jan. 28, 
1865." 

The total amount of bonds ee € the above named act was $36, - 
000. The board appointed to invest the School Fund has purchased of 
these $26,000, leaving in the hands of the public $10,000. The invest 
ment in U. S.. Bonds of an.amount sufficient to redeem all the outstanding 
bonded indebtedness of the State in the hands of the public, and the hold- 
ing of them for this purpose, would in my opinion be a full compliance 
-with the terms of the act under which the- bonds were issued; ang would 
be acceptable to the holders thereof... 

In this report I have given no. estimates of ‘the receipte . for. the present 
and next fiscal year; this will doubtless be furnished by the Auditor, in the 
records of whose office exist all the necessary: materials upon which to base 
them ; but it is clearly evident that the receipts from unpaid taxes of past 
Ers and the proceeds of the levy upon the largely increased assessment 
of 1868, will place in-the Treasury a much larger amount of. funds than 
has ever appedred in it; unless some extraordinary appropriation be made 
by you. 

It will devolve upon you to anticipate > these heavy payments, and make, 
or require to be made, such investment of. the State moneys as will un- 
doubtedly be safe, and yet yield her a proper income for their use: I would 
advise you to requiré the Treasurer (or a board of the State officers) to in- 
vest at best current rates, in registered bonds of the United States, all the 
funds of the State in his hands at any time not otherwise especially dis- 
posed of, in excess of the sum of ten thousand dollars, 

This last named amount would in my opinion, be amply sufficient for the 
current, and contingent expenses ; but to provide for auy contingency, the 
- Treasurer might be authorized whenever the necessity occurred, to dispose 
of an amount of the said -bonds sufficient to meet the demands of the 
Treasury. 

I also think it ipeni that the Legislature should make some especial 
provision for the safe keeping of the investments of the State funds. Burg- 
laries of State and County, Treasuries are of constant occurrence, and I am 
convinced that the safes usually purchased for these purposes are not equal 
to the advanced scientific appliances of these rogues—indeed it is doubtful 
. Whether any can be made entirely burglar proof. When it is considered, 
' that the principal of the School Fund now amounts to $56,000 in bonds, 
and is constantly increasing; and that reliable estimate will make the bal- 
ances in the Treasury, during the course of the coming two years, amount 
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to several hundred thousand dollars, the importance of this subject cannot 
be over estimated. In this connection it should also be remembered that 
safety of location does not at present appear among the advantages which 
the new Capital possesses over Omaha. For at least a period of years, its 
isolated situation and perhaps contracted size, will not make it the best re- 
pository of the public funds. | 

The purehase of only the registered issues of bonds which, I would 
earnestly recommend, would guard to ^ considerable extent against any, mis- 
fortune of this kind; but other and more stringent disposition of the funds 
might be made. , 

This is a subject whose importance cannot be too strongly impressed up- 
on your attention. When you adjourn no other regular session. will .occur 
until January, 1871; and thus two years will intervene, with transactions 
of the very greatest importance to the financial interests of the State. , 

I will now close my report, with a tabular statement of the accounts al- 
ready reviewed in detail; and in thus severing my connection with the 
government of the State as Treasurer—a relation I have held since its ad- 
mission into the Union, and for many years previous when a Territory—I 

- trust you will pardon some expressions of my personal gratification, when I 
review her financial growth. From the very small beginning exhibited 
when I first entered into the discharge of my official duties, she. has now 
grown to a condition of considerable strength, and yet, her present is only 
a beginning. Wise and benifieent legislation, joined with strict economy, 
and strict accountability of her officers to the law, will make her take. still 
more magnificent strides in the future; and this I truly trust she will re- 
ceive from you, and many succeeding Legislatures.

The Board authorized by law to invest the proceeds of the sales of School 
Lands in State or Government Bonds, deemed it best to invest so far as pos- 
sible, in our own bonds, which bear ten per cent. interest, and secured 
iwenty-six thousand dollars by paying one dollar and four for same. | 

The law should be amended to enable parties wishing to purchase School 
Lands to do so by paying the appraised value to the proper receiving: officer 
of the State at any time. 

I would most respectfully request that you provide a uniform fee or,com- 
pensation to be paid to County Clerks and Treasurers for services rendered 
at such sales. 

I would also respectfully recommend that where parties purchasing School 
Lands pay & portion of money and give promissory note accompanied by a 
contract for full payment, that the Land Commissioner be authorized to 
give such parties a certificate of sale for such described lands, specifying 
that, on compliance on the part of the purchaser the State will give title 
to said described lands. And would further recommend that the provision 
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of the Act requiring the “endorsement of free holders of the County ” be 
amended, as it proves -an Ancumbrance to the law, and the State needs no 
such sureties, as the titlé remains in the State.

To the Honorable, the Legislature of the State of Nebraska, 

I have the honor herewith to submit my report, showing the operations 
of this department from December Ist, 1866, to the close of the past fiscal 
year, Nov. 30, 1868. 

The law contemplates that this report shall be made annually; but as the 
Legislature meets bi-ennially, it would be well to change the law accord- 
ingly. 

The finances of our State are in a healthy condition, and it affords me 
great pleasure to report that our material wealth is increasing with surpris- 
ing rapidity. The assessed valuation of 1867 was seventeen millions; while 
that of 1868 amounts to over thirty.two millions, with the prospects of the 
same increase forthe future. This increase is owing largely to the fact of 
the large emigration to the State, and the entry of the Public Lands, and 
improvement of the same. 

It will be seen from this report, that an outstanding indebtedness has 
been provided for, and mostly in the possession of the State. Twenty-six 


D 
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thousand dollars of the thirty-six thousand outstanding Territorial Militia 
‘Bonds have been redeemed, with the proceeds of the sale of School Lands, 
leaving but ten thousand dollars out, with eleven thousand dollars militia 
fund in the Treasury. 

We have two thousand five hundred dollars outstanding seven per cent. 
` bonds, with thirty-two thousand eight hundred and eighty-five and 69-100 
dollars of sinking fund’ in the Treasury to redeem the same. 

As the parties in New York holding the outstanding militia bonds, de- 
cline surrendering them, I would most respectfully recommend that the 
militia fund now in the Treasury be transferred to the General Fund; also 
transfer to the General Fund, the Sinking Fund now in -the Treasury, as 
well as all monies that may hereafter come in on that fand. 

Owing to the fact that all expenditures are drawn from the General 
Fund, and for the last two years has been: unusually large, in payments for 
selecting, locating, and entering State lands, as well as other appropriations 
and expenditures, have exhausted the General Fund, and caused State war- 
rants to be thrown upon the market, to the detriment of the credit of the 
State, while if you transfer the surplus funds enumerated. above, they will 
create a fund sufficient to: pay off all outstanding warrants, and provide 
against like results in the future, and save interest to the State. 

The original object for which the levy of the Sinking Fund was ordered, 
having been accomplished, it would be well to discontinue it, unless your 
Honorable Body should deem it wise to continue the same for the payment 
` of the ten per cent. bonds now held by the State as School Funds, or for 
other State purposes.“ 

. Your particular attention is called to the rapidly increasing expense of 
- our insane. My last report shows that we had ten insane patients in the 
Iowa hospital. Since then we have.sent eleven others, at an expense of two 
hundred and twenty five dollars each, making a total of twenty-one patients. 
The Superintendent of the: Iowa Insane Asylum notified me soon after the 
adjournment of the last session of the Legislature, that they had increased 
the price of board to five dollars a week, beside the charges for clothing 
furnished. The appropriation made was six thousand five hundred. dollars; 
while the expenses paid for insane, amounts to ten thousand and eleven and 

15-100 dollars; which I considered I was compelled to pay on demand, or 
run the risk of having the insane of the State thrown back upon us, which 
1 deemed would be a great disaster. It will require an appropriation of 
fifteen thousand dollars for the next two years, to provide for expenses of 
the insane. 

Your attention is also called to the condition of the State convicts serv- 
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ing out their sentences in the Douglas County and other jails of the State, 
in which the State.is paying for their board and clothing, without any. pro- 
vision made by. law, for employment of such convicts. There are eight 
convicts confined in the Douglas County jail in damp and unhealthy cells 
causing sickness and disease, and An. two or. three instances I have author- 
‘ized medical attendance for the sick, believing humanity demanded it.. 

Under the provisions of Sec. 12, of “An act.to provide for the location 
of the seat of government of the State of Nebraska, and for the erection of 
public buildings thereat," approved June 14, 1867. . The State Peniten- 
tiary was located one mile and a quarter South of I5 on & reservation 
of forty acres of land, the title ot which the State holds.. I would recgm- 
mend that the Legislature provide for the commencement of a prison upon 
said reservation,.or other point that you may designate, in order that the 
convicts may have employment and the State receive the advantages of 
their labor. 

Your attention is also called to the E of T salt interests, 
which, with proper legislation and a favorable lease to responsible parties, 
will bring in a large revenue to the State, for . the fact is demonstrated be- 
yond a doubt, that the salt springs situated at* or-near the Capital, contains 
within themselves a vast mine of wealth to the State, and in leasing to 
companies the State should provide that the “royalty” should be "ER the 
State from and after the commencement of manufacture. ~
